No Reduction In Payroll 
Gamble placed the army pay fig­ 
ures against the continued need for 
heavy financing and the large E 
bond quotas of the 7th drive, and 
declared that the $300 per man dis­ 
charge payment would probably bal­ 
ance anv reduction in army pay­ 
rolls this year. 
"The last payday is the biggest 
for manv of the 
me million 300 
thousand men whom the army pin in 
to release within a year." Gamble 
emphasiz >d. 
He said that the average army 
pa'" for a man. taking into account 
the number of his dependents and 
other expense 
factors, is 
$100 a 
month. Thus there would be no re­ 
duction of expense in an average 
case until about three months after 
a 
roan’s release. Gamble pointed 
out. 
P a y m e n ts Will Spread Out 
"Discharges will be spread over 
a period of several months, manv 
of them coming late in the year." 
Gamble continued. "In the later 
months most of the men who are 
released would not have drawn $300 
in pay had they continued in the 
army to the end of the year " 
Gamble and other treasury of­ 
ficials stated further than “In manv 
cases" th° rel*ase of a soldier will 
actually increase the direct expense 
"That 
means war bond mone\ 
must continue to supply in undim­ 
inished amount to pay these vet­ 
erans.” Gamble said. 
The treasury has placed the total 
cost of pay. maintenance and sub­ 
sistence for the eleven million men 
under arms at between three and 
four billion dollars a year. Thu« 
the 7th war loan’s E bond quota 
alone 
just about covers direct per­ 
sonnel expenses of the armed forces 
for one year,, it was explained.
